such immigration within reasonable limits, providing necessary care is taken 
in the matter of selection of these young immigrants, and proper supervision | 
undertaken after their arrival in Canada, first in the matter of placement in 
foster homes or as apprentices, and later that they are protected and assist- 
ed until well established in Canada. 

In support of child immigration there is the definite conclusion of the | 
British delegation that the prospects for these boys and girls in Canada are 
better than they would have beeit had they remained in the United Kingdom. 
There is the further fact that Canada needs population, and that it is the 
desire of most Canadians that a preponderating number of immigrants should 
be of British birth. Then there is the argument that these children will more 
easily become adapted to Canadian ways and more readily absorbed into the |

Selected Immigrants 


Regulations For Settlement of 3,000 
immigrants Under Empire Settle- 
ment Act 

Regulations for the settlement of 
the three thousand selected immi- 
rants who are being brought to Can- 
ada under the Dnmptre Settlement Act 
‘have been made public. They pro- 
vide for the setting aside of land for 
the new settlers, the allocation of ‘the 
Jands ‘to the immigrants at a price to 
‘be fixed ‘by the independent advisory 
#ettiement committee for the district 
in which the furms are situated, and 
that all ‘buildings on ‘hand for soldier 
settlers shall be placed in good repair 
in order to leave the farms ready for 
immediate occupation. 

The regulations set forih that the 
tatal advances of all descriptions to 
any immigrant, including the value of 
‘the land and the British advances, 
#hall not exceed $7,500 in the case of 
any one settler. ‘The advances to set- 
‘tlers are to ‘be paid in 25 equal an- 
mual payments, and the first instal- 
ment is due twelve montlis after the 
‘October following the date of his tak- 
dng the land. ‘The rate of interest 
changed shall not exceed five per cent.

[Real Senate Reform 


1a Politioal Catechism Arranged by Dr. 
T..A. Patrick, of Yorkton 

The following communication has 
been received from Dr. T. A. Patrick, of 
Yorkton, Sask, dealing with the much 
mooted question of senate reform. 
The subject dealt with is one ‘that is 
receiving a great deal of attention at 
the present time. In giving space 
to this article, it does not mecessarily 
follow that the editor of this paper 
agrees with all the arguments present- 
ed, or the views expressed, but as 
many of our readers are interested in 
the subject we present the case as It 
appears to Dr. Patrick: 


Q. How is the Senate constituted? 
A. Twenty-four senators represent 


Ontario; twenty-four, Quebec; ten, 
New Brunswick; ten, Nova Scotia; 
four, Prince Edward Island; and six, 


each of the four provinces of the west- 
}ern half of Canada; ninety-six in all. 
9,000,000 Canadians have the same 
number of federal senators as 110,000, 
000 Americans. 

Q. low are they selected? 


A. By the Government of Canada as 
a reward for partizan services; not by 
tho provinces they purport to repre- 
sent. Furthermore, appointees must 
| be acceptable to members of the gov- 
}ernment representing Ontario and 
Quebec. They are appointed for life 
but may resign or forfeit their sena- 
torships. 

Q. What purpose was the Senate in- 
tended to serve 

A. Primarily to protect the weaker 
provinces; (2) by preventing hasty 
legislation, to temper national action 
with national caution, 

Q. Has the Senate served these pur- 
poses? 

A. It has utterly fafled to protect 
the weaker provinces; (2) it has tem- 
pered national action with partizan 
caution, 

Q. Why has the Senate failed to pro- 
tect the weaker provinces? 

A. It is controlled by the two major 
provinces, Ontario and Quebec, by the 
method of appointment, and by their 
excessive representation. 

Q. Does the excessive Senate repre- 
sentation of Ontario and Quebee serve 
any other legitimate public purpose? 

A. No. It is useless for any other 
purpose than that of domination. 

Q. How does control of the Senate 
make domination of Canada by On- 
tario and Quebec possible? 

A. They also control the House of 
Commons because of their preponder- 
ant population. 


Q. What effect has this power to 


Ontario and Quebec? 


A. It has made them both conscious- 
ly and subconsciously think of Can- 
ada in terms of Ontario and Quebec. 
It Las prevented their respecting the 
viewpoints of other provinces. It has 
made them apparently more or less in- 
capable of taking an ocean-to-ocean 
view of Canadian affairs. It has im- 
bued them with an unwillingness to 
conciiate and concede, and a willing- 
ness to abuse thelr power to dominate. | 
These evidences of political unfitness | 
are especially characteristic of tho 
citizens of Montreal and Toronto. 

Q. What has been the effect of the 
spirit of domination on the policies of 
Canada? 

A. It has made them sectional rather | 
than national. It has evolved a “na- 
tional policy” based on the establish- 
ment of an industrial area within On- 
tario und Quebec, unique among indus- | 
| trial areas, dn that it 1s not founded | 

on fron or ceal; it has imposed tariff 
restrictions and customs regulations 
on the whole of Canada, for the al- 
most exclusive advantage of this in- 
| dustrial area. It has imposed, or per- 
mitted the imposition of, transporia- 
rates both by rail and water 
| routes, well calculated to prevent the 
| establishment of other industrial areas | 
where coal is abundant, and iron ore 
available from other than United 
| States sources. It evolved a domes- 
|} tie policy based on the appropriation 
of the public domain of the unborn 
provinces and disposed of very large 
areas of this public domain as “Do- 
minion Lands” for Dominion purposes, 
on the falsos assumption that it was 
purchased and annexed by ‘the Domin- | 
ion instead of being “admitied inio |

Q. Has any Canadian mateamen| 
suggested such representation in our 
Senato? 

A. Yes. Sir Wilfrid basket; in the 
sessions of 1906 and 1908-9. 

Q. What were the occasions? 

A. On both eccasions he was dis- 
cussing as premier, certain resolutions 
before the House reiating to senate 
abolition and Senate reform. 

Q. What did Sir Wilfrid say? 

A. In 1906 he said among other 
things: “A second chamber seems to 
me absolutely necessary for two rea- 
sons. It is supposed to be a check 
on hasty legistation. But one con- 
sideration which, to my mind, 1s ab- 
solutely conclusive and paramount is 
that under our system, composed of 
federal parts, a second chamber 1s an 
absolutely necessary safeguard against 
a possible invasion of their rights by 
the larger provinces. But if we are 
to have reform I would not be adverse 
to adopting the system of our neigh- 
bours and have each proyince repre- 
sented by an equal number of mem- 
bers—-whether that provinee be large 
or small. 

In the session of 1908-9, Sir Wilfrid 
is reported in Hansard, P. 1570, as 
having said: — 

“In the United States Senate the 
State of New York has two members, 
the State of Rhode Island has ‘two 
members, so that while in the House 
of Representatives each State speaks | 
according to the numerical strength 
of its poputation, 86 against 2; In the 
Senate each State has an equal volce.” 

“If I had to offer reform it would be 
that all the provinces should be repre- 
sented by an equal nuniBer of Sena- 
tors. There are nine provinces, and 
if each province were represented by 
let us say six senators, that would give 
us a Senate of fifty-four members 
which would be sufficiently large and 
not cumbersome.” 

“I would ‘ike to ask the House to 
consider this proposition -that the 
number of senators ought to be limit- 
ed to a fixed number, and that each 
provinee should be represented in the 
Senate by an equal number of Sena-| 
tors. _ I. mentioned six but it may be} 
five, or seven, or eight, or ten, but 
what I would ineist on 1s that each 
province should be represented by an 
equal number of Senators.

‘Save The Fc Forest 


Value of the Forest to the Small 
Community 

Spring is really here. The farmers 
are already seeding or soon will be, 
the trees in our forests are commenc~ 
ing to bud, and will soon provide that 
shade so welcome during the hot sum- 
mer days, says the natural resources 
intelligence service of the department 
of the interlor. Do we really appre 
clate the trees as much as we should? 
Starting from the little seed falling on 
the ground, fortunately ina soll where 
it may germinate, it struggles on to 
a seedling, then into a sapling, and 
finally into a tree. It has all its na- 
tural competitors and enemies to over- 
come in its fight for existence. The 
survival of the fittest is no more keen- 
ly exemplified than in the efforts of 
the tree to secure its share of sun- 
light and moisture. But one tree in 
many succeeds, the remainder giving 
up after a losing battle, falling to the 
forest floor, and adding to the ac- 
cumulation of dangerous combustible 
debris that makes forest fire control 
so dificult. Without any human as- 
sistance -the forest of today has grown 
to proportions where it may be utiliz- 
ed for commercial purposes, it is pro- 
viding employment in out-of-the-way 
portions of the country for many who 
are getting together sufficient money 
to establish themselves in their 
new homes. In a large number of 
our smaller communities the manufac 
ture of forest products is the sole in- 
dustry, and many of the employees of 
sawmills have built their homes— 
probably all they have in the world-- 
dependent upon the forests to provide 
employment. Of what value would 
these home be if no employment were 
available?

Invisible Light Aid 
To Medical Research 


Can Also Be Utilized For Transmitting 
Secret Signals 

Invisible light is opening up a new 
field for the transmission of secret 
signals in warfare and for the detec- 
tion of chemical frauds and forgeries, 
Dr. Robert W. Wood, professor of ex- 
perimental physics at Johns Hopkins 
University, asserted in Baltimore, at a 
public session of the American Chem- 
ists Society. Infra-red rays, the long 


i 
/no color sensation on the eye, can be 


employed, he explained, in military 
signal lamps for flashing signals which 
can be seen only by observers using 
field glasses equipped with a special 
screen similar to that in the lamp 
telescopes. 

“The same principles are now used,” 
he said, “in detecting 
clever alterations of documents, 
chemicals used in such frauds can be 
detected when they are 
by ultra violet or infra-red rays.” 

Professor Wood declared the use of 
invisible light opened up a new field 
for medical research, and that it might 
prove of value in detecting the pres- 
ence of caacerous and other abdomin- 
al tissues, in cases where such con- 
ditions were not evident under ordin- 
lary light.
